MODEL LODGING-HOUSES. 


W. Weldegrave Declares 


the Condition of the Unfortunates on 
the Other Side of the Water and Is 
Inclined to Believe That Mayor Har- 
' Pison’s Plan May Be Good One—Praise 
for the American Evangelist. . : 


The Rev. 8. W. Weldegrave, who came 
from England to attend the international 
convention of the Y. M. C. A., is at the Moody 
Bible Institute on Chicago avenue. The Rev. 
Mr. Weldegrave is one of the best known 
disciples of Moody, and his success in evan- 
gelistic work tn England has been marked. 

One of Mr. Weldegrave’s interests in Eng- 
land is the model lodging-house formen. He 
finds much effort on this side of the water in 
the same direction anf says he has little 
doubt that within the next few years a great 
many men who have been oneof the heaviest 
érage will be rescued through 
this means. 

“In London we are caring for 900 or 
1,000 men every day in two lodging-houses 
fn which I am interested,’ said Mr. Welde- 
“ A great many men who had gotten 
way down were set on their feet in those two 
lodging-houses. We reach the lodgers in 
many ways. We have literature for them, we 
have companionship, we give them rtain- 
ment in the evening. We give them that 


_“ The Salvation Army ifs doing the greatest 


They are using many means toward the end 
of saving men’s souls, and are doing much 
good. They, too, are active in the model 
lodging-house work. 

“I can see that the Chicago idea of estab- 
lishing a municipal lodging-house may be a 
good one. The municipality is forced to take 
charge of a certain portion of the inhabitants. 
It ia not always necessary to lock a man up 
because he is in hard luck and needs a start. 
I like this plan of giving him a lodging and 
a chance to get on his feet before condemning 
him as a vagrant. 

* The part of society which the Y. M. C. A. 
reaches is an important one. It is the young 
man who has mot the material 80 
‘much usually as the spiritual. I do not be- 
lieve in leaving the spiritual part out of any 
work. Many things are being taken up in a 
purely philanthropic spirit, and, while they 
are doing good, I Heve we should try to 
get hold of men spiritually at the same time. 

“I have not had much opportunity to com- 
pare evangelistic methods in England and 
America. I have been constantly engaged 
in attending conventions. Few evangelists, 
I believe, would say there was as great a 
one as Moody with us at present. The es- 
sential point of his strength was his em- 
phasis of the spiritual. I beMeve we need 
more of the purely spiritual evangelism.”

SAYS IRISH” ARE JMPOSTOrs. 


Senior Fellow of Trinity College, Dub- 
lin, Gives Offense to National- 


[BY CABLE TO THE cH. CHICAGO 

LONDON, Sept. 7.—Professor Mahaffy, the 
well-known senior fellow of Trinity College, 
Dublin, has given great offense to the Irish 
Nationalists by an after-dinner speech which 
he made recently. 

Responding to tonat on the prosperity of 
Ireland, Professor Mahaffy said that what- 
ever prosperity came to Ireland they must 
ndt expect that contentment would be a sign | 
of it. Contentment was not a proof of pros- 
perity in Ireland, he said, and gave the fol- 
lowing two evidences: 

“In the first place there was an immense 
number of idle people loafing about Dublin. 
No country, unless it was enormously pros- 
perous, could support not only the working 
people but those who did not work. 

“There is another great class in Ireland 
that has proved the enormous wealth of the 
country—namely: a class of impostors. There 
is no country where impostors have flour- 
ished more thoroughly than in Ireland. The 
profession is so. widespread that . nearly 
everybody is an imposter, According to.the 
writer in the newspaper, who admits that he 
himself is a leading member of the pro- 
fession, it is useless to deny it; but he would 
say that if he thought he was an impostor 
he would have long since taken to politics,” 

The Irish Nationalists attacked this state- 
ment angrily as an insult to the Irish mem- 
bers of Parliament. 


GROWTH OF JAPAN’S COMMERCE 


Foreign Trade and Shipping of Island 


ler TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Sept. 7.—A consular report is 
printed in regard to the foreign shipping 
trade of Japan which is of considerable in- 
terest. It covers the years between 1872 and 
1900. A comparison shows that in taking 
the. annual value for the last four years 
Japan imported nearly £26,000,000 ($190,000,- 
000) worth of goods from abroad, as com- 
pared with £4,500,000 ($22,500,000) in 1872 and 
£7,250,000 ($36,250,000) in 1880. 

In 1888 more than half the total imports 
came from the United Kingdom, in 1890 
about one-third, in 1804 less than one-fourth, 
and in 1899 a little over one-fifth. Since 1888 
the trade of the United Kingdom has in- 
creased less than one and one-half, while 
that of Germany and the United States has 
increased more than tenfold.

In 1883 they were so insignificant that they 
were not noticed in the reports, In 1900 they 
amounted to over 3,000 vessels, with 8,500,000 
tonnage. In 1872 Japan had only ninety-six 
merchant steamers, which without excep- 
tion had been condemned by their original 
owners. Their aggregate tonnage was 23,364, 
but in 1900 Japan had &6 merchant steam- 
ers of 528,321 tons, most of which were of 
the highest types of modern construg¢tion.

Hoélabird’s golf for the last few weeks 
stamps him as one.of the best players in the 
country. Two years ago, when 15 years of 
age, he qualified in the amateur champion- 
ship at Onwentsia and defeated W. M. Mac- 
Cawley in the first round by six up and five to 
play, losing to Macdonald in the second round 
by six up and four to play. Last year he de- 
feated Macdonald in the Wheaton tourna- 
ment. The latter has qualified in every tour- 
nament except that of jest year, in which 
he did not take part. 

Judging from chances of 
getting somewhere near the finals are 
bright. Macdonald is entered from the Chi- 
cago club, but, as he is living in the East, 
victory for him would hardly be a triumph 
for the West. Waller has not been playing

In the Newspapers. | 

The newspapers devote their front pages 
to dispatches relating to the attempted as- 
sassination, and President McKinley's por- 
trait appears today in thirty-four Parisian 
dailies-and is displayed in shop windows on 
the boulevards and along the Avenue Opéra, 
and the Rue de la Paix. . 

The editorial comments of the French press’ 
follow the main outlines of Figaro, Gaulois;

“ Should McKinley succum®d to his wounds 
he will not leave the profound regrets as did 
Lincoln or Garfield, for on many occasiqns 
he drew forth the hatred of the proletariat 
by his brutal repression of economical con- 
flicts. Bspecially so in 1899, during the 
etrikes of the miners at Cour d'Alene, in 
Idaho. ‘Socialists will learn with regret that 
in case of the fatal issue of the President's 
wounds his successor would be Vice Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the most. unscrupulous of all 
_the great capitalists of American trusts and 
of American mflitary imperialism.” 

Several +Paris papers draw parallels be- 
tween the imperial policy of McKinley and 
that of Joseph Chamberlain, but the above 
selection from a Socialist organ, usually 
friendly towards the United States, is unique, 
and is cited as acurioussymptom.

DAGGETT ‘ON THE CANTEEN. 

Brigadier General Aaron 8. 
retired last spring from the United States 
army after forty years of active service, 
has written a letter opposing the army can- 
teen. General Daggett’s experience has led 
him to conclusions agreeing with those of 
Major Ray of Fort Snelling. His reasons 
against the canteen are among the strongest 
‘yet presented. Eis testimony deserves the 
serious consideration that is the pe? we 
practical and expert testimony on both 
of this difficult questipn. 

General Daggett does not base his con- 
clusion upon sentimenta! considerations or 
the theory that the government should re- 
frain from engaging in the liquor traffic. His 
reasons relate solely to the effect of the 
canteen upon the morals and morale of 
the men. In his opinion the matter resolves 
itself inte this question: “ Is it. best to keep 
a constant temptation before the total ab- 
stainers and moderate drinkers for the pur- 
posé of controlling the few drutikerds?” 
His answer is in the negative. During 
his.period as a Captain he had twenty years’ 
experience in handling enlisted men, and 
his observation led him to the conclusion 
that an army post is better without a can- 
teen than with it. He says the vileness of 
the saloons that spring up just outside the

Much Activity and Large Transactions 
Promised—Firmer Values—State 


The number of deals now hanging fire in 
the down-town business district and which 
promise to be brought to a . successful 
conclusion upon the return of certain large 
investors to the city leads to the belief 
that the fall market-in this class of property, 
is going to be one of activity and large trans- 
actions. All during the year this district 
has been the one particular bright spot in 
the real estate market of Chicago, and it 
bids fair to.continue #0 during the fall months. 
There cah be no doubt that a greatly im- 
proved feeling pervades the general market 
embracing the various sections of the city, 
with a few exceptions, but it has not been 
characterized by that stiffening of values 
which is canceded to have taken place with

Young wanted the property for a specific 
purpose and the price he paid should not be 
taken as a general criterion of values along 
that street. Certain it is, in any event, that 
prices are held considerably stronger than a 
year ago, and owners do not seem over- 
anxious to part with thelr holdings at the 
better figures.

MANY BUILDING OPERATIONS. 


Increased Activity Promised for the 
Fall—Steelmakers’ Strike Not 

Considered Serious. 
 Arehitects and contractors are generally 
‘united on the proposition that all the .indit- 
cations point to a continuance during the 
coming fall of the remarkable activity which 
thas characterized the building operations 
of the last summer and spring. 

This is due to several causes, but primarily 
to the fact that owners are getting better re- 
turns from desirable buildings than for sev- 
‘eral years past. While Chicago has been in- 
‘creasing its population at the rate of 100,000 
or more a year, it failed for a time to provide 
‘adequate building accommodations for the 
newcomers. Last year, it did practically 
nothing and the result has been shown in a 
demand for desirable business and residence 
accommodations that has filled these build- 
ings and new ones 4s soon as their doors 
were thrown open for occupancy. Many be- 

| Heve this demand has not yet been met, and 
this belief promises to be reflected In aqgive 
buikiing this fall. 

And the building in all these lines promises 
‘to be cartied through the winter, as it has 
been discovered that buildings constructed in 
winter are as durable as those built in sum- 
mer if the work is properly and carefully 
done. | 

Another favorable factor in the situation, 
and one which has contributed greatly to 
stimulate building operations all during the 
spring and summer, !s the eminently satis- 
factory condition of labor. in the building 
trades. It is hard to recall a year for many 
back. when there has been so little friction 
between employer and employé, and when

strike of some sort. 

The agreements between the different con- 
tractors’ associations and trades have 
worked admirably; the sympathetic strike 
has been eliminated, a condition which does 
not exist in any of the other large cities of 
the country; the walking delegate has been 
retired to obscurity, with the result that the 
workmen have tolled without interruption 
and have received as high wagés as when 
the Building Trades council was th the zenith 
of its power. 

The result is seen in an aggregated cost 
of permits, which exceeds that for sevéral 
years back, and approaches close to the ab- 
normal activity of World's Fair times. 


Becoming a City of Flats. 

One striking fact is apparent on an exam- 
ination of the permits issued during the year, 
and that is that Chicago is rapidly becoming 
a great city of flats. The statement has been 
made before, but never with such an almost 
startling array of corroborative evidence as 
is furnished by the permits of this year. 
They show that. flats and apartment-houses 
costing $5,000 and upwards make up a grand 
total of more than $8,400,000, or about 40 per 
cent of the total cost of buildings. Counting 
those costing less than $5,000, and they con- 
siderably exceed the number of those costing 
above that sum, and a total approximating 
about $9,000,000 is had.

“Over 900 miles had to be covered by the 
judges selected to pass upon the gardens, 
window box displays, and porch decorations 
entered in Tae TRIBUNE’s competition. The 
observation possible on such a gigantic trip, 
covering every corner of our great city, was 
not alone of value horticulturally but gave 
the judging committee an excellent idea of 
the wants and needs of Chicago generally. 

+ All three divisions were well represented 
in the contest; the South Side leading in the 
number of contestants, while the North and 
West Sides outstripped the South Side in the 
general neatness of its gardens. As for the

Many. poor: homes in the manufactur- 
ing, outskirts of the South Side-showed much 
more neatness and skill in their gardens, 
comparatively speaking, than the majority 
of fine houses along the taghionable —.

PUBLIC SCHOOL YARDS. 

‘* A few of the public schools demonstrated 
how much their yards can be made to help 
beautify the city, and instill in the minds of 
the young a love for flowers and other grow- 
ing plants. In this connection I desire to 
call attention to the work done by J. J. 
Curran, janitor of the Parkside School on 
‘the South Side, and to the janitor of a little 
Italian church in the Ghetto district. Both 
had. poor. soil and much dirt and smoke to 
contend with, yet they made a showing of 

‘which any gardener might be proud. 

“In every garden the annual plants showed 
the best results, whether they were of 
flowering or the creeping varieties. paseis 
nialo wete scarce and confined to a few 
kinds, such as glow, rudbeckia, phlox, 

, and nies. 
se a ert sheds, fences, and division trellises 
had in most places been covered with climb- 
ing plants; others had used the taller an- 
pin Be for the same purpose; shrubbery was 
almost totally absent in the smaller yards 
and herbaceous perennials decidedly scarce. 

“As a rule the harmonizing of color by 
these hundreds of amateur gardeners was. 
no worse than the planting makeups of the 
average. florist. The» desire for plenty of 
flowers seemed to be uppermost in the minds 

of the majority of the contestants; in most 
cases they were grown together as one big 
happy family without regard to the blending 
of colors; only a few seemed to realize that

Trade Gossip on ’Change.

While the grain markets were not seri- 
ously affected by the attempted assassina- 
tion of President McKinley, there was an 
uneasy feeling that liquidation on a large 
scale might be precipitated at any time, and 
the principal buying, particularly of corn, 
was by big holders anxious to protect their 
lines and hopeful that the uneasiness would 
be soon allayed and the markets become 
normal. 

A new interpretation of the low condition 
of the corn crop in Illinois, as made by the 
State bureau, is given by one of the corn 
bulls, T. M. Baxter. If accepted it explains’ 
perfectly the low condition which was #0 
much of a surprise to those who had been 
hearkening to the reports of rkable im- 
provements in crop prospects in different 
sections of the State. ‘‘ The reports of the 
government correspondents, made on or 
about Aug. 1, on sg me the government con-

ter, “‘ gave the probable yield as it would be 
if’ rains came promptly. If rains had not 
come, of course, there would be no crop at 
ali. They did not come for some days, and 
while they did a great dea] of good, it had 
all been discounted in the August figures, and 
it is not at all surprising that with al) the 
improvement the crop condition at the end 
of August is not quite up to the estimate 
made at the beginning of the month.” | 

Some shrewd traders, who think corn ts 
selling higher than its real commercial value 
and is bound to go lower if frosts do not 
reduce the present indicated yield, declare 
they would not short it under any circum- 
stances or at any prices. They may be over- 
looking golden opportunities, but they fancy 
they see underlying conditions which would 
make the short side dangerous. They point 
to the small proportion of contract corn in 
the receipts, and declare there is so large an 
admixture of damaged kernels in the No, 8 
corn that it would be impossible to blow them 
out except at such cost and reduction in 
bulk as to make the cleaning operation un- 
profitable. They expect the proportion of 
merchantable corn-in the crop of 1901 to be 
small, no matter how large the crop in bush- 
els, and see no chance of large receipts of con- 
tract grade this year, if any. They are in- 
fluenced, too, by the rumor that a good deal 
of corn in store here, graded No. 2, has been 
out of condition and could not safely , be 
shipped. The rumor is vague, the amount 
only guessed at, but it is given some vague 
corroboration by the report that 40,000 bu 
of corn shipped from here last summer got 
out of condition in the East and had to be 
dumped in New York harbor. The rumors 
may be unfounded, but, with the other con- 
ditions taken for granted, make it certain 
that any material demand for the contract 
stocks here would reduce the amount so 
much that a coterie of rich bull speculators 
could easily corner the total supply and 
make it unpleasant for December shorts. 
There are other speculators, however, who 
believe there is enough old corn in the coun- 
try to smother a December corner, and 7 
it short undismayed. 

One of the vital questions in detetninths 
the value of corn is the amount of reserves 
4 in*farmers’ hands, and there is as wide a 
difference of opinion between the bulls and 
the bears as there is on the question of the 
amount of improvement in the crop. The 
big holders assert their faith in, the proposi- 
tion that farm reserves are practically ex- 
hausted, while other shrewd dealers believe 
there are large stocks in different parts of 
the country, particularly in the older and 
richer farming sections, amounting in the 
aggregate to 200,000,000 to 300,000,000 bush- 
els. The case is cited of one farmer 
in central [Illinois who has three crops 
on hand—200,000 bushels. Neither the 
high prices reached on the various 
“ deals "’ of the last year nor the July crop 
scare tempted him to sell, and prices might 
have to go much higher to bring his supply 
on ‘the market, as several visits to Russia 
have convinced him that country is on a 
verge of a famine in cereals, and he looks 
for much higher priceg But this case, though 
doubtless exceptional, shows there is a good 
deal of old corn in spots, perhaps a good deal 


widest information. 

Replying to a cable Inquiry as to Fehnch’s 
import requirements in the way of wheat, 
Abel Rey of Paris recently said the crop was 
irregular, but the yield was better than ex- 
pected. He has just followed his cable with 
a letter, in which he says: “ With the ex- 
ception of a few districts in the center of 
France, where the wheat crop is short, 
thrashing elsewhere gives much better re- 
turns than were anticipated. It is what al- 
ways happens in France after a dry season— 
the fields appear thinner than usual and a 
‘short crop is prophesied, but the yield in- 
‘variably comperisates the deficiency of the 
acreage, and even surprises the farmers. We 
expect our government will give next month 
its estimate of our crop. .I fancy it will be 
about the same as last year, but we are sup- 
posed to have small resources, consequently 
it is quite possible that ukimately France
